It  is  with  mingled  feelings  of  pride  and  joy  that  the 
Richmond  Alumni  Association  and  Virginia  Alpha  Chapter 
of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  prepare  for  the  entertainment  of  the 
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9th  Conclave.  We  enter  upon  our  plans  with  a  full  re- 
alization of  the  honor  which  has  been  conferred  upon  us, 
and  with  the  sincere  hope  that  we  may  prove  worthy  of  that 
honor.

We  extend  to  all  loyal  brothers  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  a 
most  cordial  invitation  to  visit  these  scenes  and  places,  and 
we  shall  do  all  within  our  power  to  make  your  visit  a  pleasant 
one.  To  what  extent  we  succeed  we  shall  let  you  determine, 
but  we  urge  you  to  come,  taste  of  Virginia  hospitality,  and 
see  what  a  wondrous  land  nature  has  produced,  and  then 
you  will  appreciate  the  ecstasy  of  the  poet  who  wrote:

Richmond  College 

The  Birthplace  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 

With  the  October  issue  of  the  Journal  comes  the  announce- 
ment that  on  the  27th,  28th  and  29th  of  next  month  repre- 
sentatives of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  from  all  over  the  United 
States  will  assemble  for  the  9th  Grand  Chapter  Conclave  in 
Richmond,  Virginia,  the  birthplace  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  As 
we  survey  the  college  within  whose  walls  the  fraternity  was 
born  and  nurtured  thru  the  period  of  its  early  existence,  it 
is  altogether  fitting  that  we  should  know  something  of  its 
history,  and,  altho  space  does  not  permit  a  detailed  chronicle 
of  the  entire  four  score  or  more  years,  we  feel  that  a  short 
account  will  prove  of  interest  to  every  member  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon,  and  of  especial  interest  to  those  who  are 
so  fortunate  as  to  be  able  to  attend  the  Conclave. 

At  an  early  morning  hour,  June  5th,  1830,  a  number  of 
members  of  Baptist  Churches  in  Virginia,  deeply  conse- 
crated to  the  cause  of  the  denomination,  met  in  the  City  of 
Richmond  and  organized  ^The  Virginia  Baptist  Education 
Society."  The  object  of  this  society  was  to  provide  for  the 
education  of  men  who  might  wish  to  enter  the  Christian 
ministry,  and  their  efforts  resulted  in  the  founding  of  the 
Virginia  Baptist  Seminary  two  years  later,  with  Rev.  Robert 
Ryland  as  its  president.  ' 'Spring  Farm"  about  four  and  a 
half  miles  northwest  of  Richmond  had  been  acquired,  but 
in  1833  this  was  sold  and  '^Columbia,"  an  old  colonial  man- 
sion which  still  stands,  was  purchased  for  $9,000.00,  ''com- 
bining healthfulness,  beauty  and  convenience."  Six  acres 
more  were  soon  added,  in  order  to  continue  the  "Manual 
Labor"  system,  for  in  those  days  the  college  farm  took  the 
place  of  the  stadium,  and  the  plow  and  the  hoe  were  instru- 
ments which  occupied  a  large  space  in  the  realm  of  college 
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athletics.  The  entire  property,  as  then  enlarged,  measured 
fifteen  acres,  and  on  this  site  the  college  continued  until 
September,  1914. 

The  Seminary  soon  opened  its  doors  to  '^all  moral  youth," 
thereby  admitting  others  than  students  for  the  ministry 
to  its  privileges,  and  by  1840  the  attendance  had  risen  from 
fourteen  to  seventy  pupils.  The  success  of  the  enterprise 
encouraged  its  friends  to  obtain  from  the  Legislature  in  that 
year  a  charter  for  "a  Seminary  of  learning  for  the  instruction 
of  youth  in  the  various  branches  of  science  and  literature, 
the  useful  arts  and  the  learned  and  foreign  languages,  which 
shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  Richmond  College." 

Not  until  the  year  1849,  however,  did  the  trustees  consider 
the  courses  of  instruction  of  sufficient  standard  to  warrant 
the  conferring  of  degrees.  In  that  year  the  Bachelor's 
degree  was  conferred  on  Poindexter  Smith  Henson,  ''the 
eloquent  and  inimitable  gift  of  Virginia  to  the  leading 
pulpits  of  Philadelphia,  Chicago,  New  York  and  Boston, 
whose  golden  tongue  has  been  so  recently  stilled";  and 
Josiah  Ryland,  teacher,  soldier,  merchant,  and  for  years 
senior  memiber  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College. 

The  year  1861  found  the  college  in  a  prosperous  and 
flourishing  condition,  and  rapidly  growing  into  prominence. 
The  endowment  had  reached  $75,000;  the  main  edifice  was 
partly  completed;  the  library  and  scientific  equipment  were 
well  up  to  the  standard  of  the  day;  the  faculty  had  increased 
to  seven ;  the  attendance  had  reached  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
one  and  the  graduates  numbered  sixty-eight,  and  then, 
out  of  the  turmoil  and  excitement  of  the  times  there  arose 
the  call  ''to  arms."  ThriHing,  indeed,  were  the  days  that 
followed.  Fired  with  patriotism,  the  college  stepped  forward 
and  offered  itself,  a  wiUing  sacrifice  upon  the  altar  of  the 
new  Confederacy.  The  campus  resounded  with  the  martial 
tread   of   the   Confederate   soldiers.      The   buildings   were 
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barracks.  The  endowment  was  invested  in  Confederate 
bonds.  Faculty  and  students  alike  heard  Virginia  call  and 
obeyed.  And  after  Richmond  was,  evacuated  the  Federal 
authorities  quartered  in  the  college  building  a  negro  regiment 
who  took  away  all  that  they  did  not  destroy.  The  library 
was  carted  off  and  only  the  Patent  Office  reports  came  back. 

When  the  war  ended  in  1864  the  only  visible  remnants 
of  the  pristine  glory  were  desolated  grounds,  defaced  buildings 
and  broken  apparatus.  And  this  did  not  bespeak  the  total 
loss  for  one-fifth  of  the  graduates  and  many  promising 
students  were  among  those  who  had  lain  down  their  lives 
on  the  battlefield  for  the  sacred  cause.  Dormant  in  the 
hearts  of  its  former  supporters,  however,  burned  the  hope 
that  the  institution  be  restored,  and  in  1866  this  hope 
quickened  into  determined  action,  and  when  the  Baptist 
General  Association  met  in  Richmond  in  June,  with  great 
enthusiasm  it  was  resolved  ''to  rise  and  build." 

Rev.  Tiberius  Gracchus  Jones  was  elected  President,  but 
resigned  after  a  brief  term,  and  the  trustees  followed  the 
example  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  and  inaugurated  the 
plan  of  faculty  management  through  a  chairman.  This 
system  was  conducted  by  Prof.  Bennett  Puryear  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  then,  for  a  shorter  period,  by  Prof. 
H.  H.  Harris.  Meantime  the  Trustees  took  more  direct 
and  immediate  control  in  the  various  departments.  During 
this  period,  by  means  of  several  vigorous  campaigns,  the 
endowment  was  increased,  new  buildings  were  erected, 
professors'  residences  were  built,  and  the  college  moved 
forward  with  a  slow  but  steady  stride. 

The  year  1870  witnessed  the  introduction  of  the  first 
fraternity.  The  honor  of  first  initiating  students  of  Rich- 
mond College  into  the  mysteries  of  Greekdom  belongs 
either  to  the  Kappa  Alpha  Fraternity  or  to  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
both  of  whom  installed  chapters  during  that  year.     The

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Beta  Theta  Pi  charter  was  withdrawn  in  1896,  but  the 
Kappa  Alpha  chapter  is  still  flourishing  today.  In  1873  a 
chapter  of  Phi  Kappa  Sigma  was  installed,  and  two  years 
later  a  chapter  of  Phi  Delta  Theta,  the  charter  of  which  was 
surrendered  in  1895. 

Modern  intercollegiate  athletics  were  auspiciously  in- 
augurated in  1876  by  a  baseball  victory  over  Randolph 
Macon  College,  and  incidentally  an  intense  but  friendly 
rivalry  with  this  institution  was  initiated  which  has  con- 
tinued until  the  present  day.  Many  contests  have  been 
waged  between  the  ''Spiders,"  by  which  name  the  Rich- 
mond College  teams  are  known,  and  the  ''Yellow  Jackets,'' 
which  appellation  is  applied  to  Randolph-Macon,  and  the 
palm  of  victory  has  flitted  back  and  forth  during  the  years. 

Encouraged  by  the  rapid  growth  of  the  college,  the  Phi 
Gamma  Delta  Fraternity  installed  a  chapter  in  1890,  and 
Pi  Kappa  Alpha  followed  in  1891.  Both  of  these  chapters 
are  still  active  and  boast  of  large  enrollments. 

In  the  90's  the  Trustees  reahzed  that  faculty  government, 
under  which  the  college  had  been  conducted  since  '69,  was 
inadequate  for  meeting  the  newer  problems  in  education, 
and  resolved  to  return  to  the  presidency.  Prof.  F.  W. 
Boatwright  was  elected  President,  and  inaugurated  June 
18th,  1895,  and  the  Modern  Era  began. 

The  number  of  fraternities  was  further  increased  in  1898 
by  the  installation  of  a  chapter  of  Kappa  Sigma.  And  then 
in  1901,  the  date  sacred  to  the  memory  of  all  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilons,  there  was  born  within  the  classic  halls  of  the 
institution  a  new  fraternity  which  was  destined  to  cast  the 
inspiring  influence  of  its  lofty  ideals  around  the  world. 
Lack  of  space,  however,  does  not  permit  an  account  of  the 
history  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  which  should  be  familiar  to 
the  readers  of  the  Journal. 

In  1898  women  were  admitted  to  college  classes,  and, 
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because  of  the  constant  increase  in  the  number  of  women 
students,  it  soon  became  evident  that  better  provision 
should  be  made  for  them.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  city  by 
its  phenomenal  growth  had  completely  enveloped  the 
college,  and  the  grounds  and  buildings  were  wholly  inade- 
quate for  the  increased  enrollment.  The  proposition  of 
co-ordinate  colleges  on  a  new  site  was  therefore  conceived 
and  a  campaign  started,  which  added  half  a  million  dollars 
to  the  resources  of  the  corporation.  Land  was  tendered  at 
Westhampton,  a  western  suburb  of  Richmond.  This  land 
was  added  to  by  purchase  and  work  was  begun  on  the  two 
colleges  in  1910. 

The  first  professional  fraternity  made  its  way  into  the 
law  school  of  the  college  during  the  year  1911,  when  Jefferson 
Senate  of  the  Theta  Lambda  Phi  Fraternity  was  installed. 
By  consolidation  with  other  fraternities  the  name  of  the 
fraternity  was  afterward  changed  to  Delta  Theta  Phi  and 
the  Richmond  College  Chapter  taken  over  by  the  new 
brotherhood. 

The  session  of  1914  opened  with  Greater  Richmond  College 
enthroned  amidst  new  surroundings.  Upon  a  campus  of 
approximately  three  hundred  acres  had  been  erected  buildings 
of  the  most  improved,  modern  architecture,  the  value  of 
the  grounds  and  buildings  approximating  $1,250,000.  A 
beautiful  lake  covering  nearly  ten  acres  and  separating  the 
Westhampton  College  for  women,  and  the  Richmond 
College  for  men,  surrounded  by  groves  of  tall  pine  trees 
constituted  one  of  the  most  ideal  sites  in  all  America  for  an 
institution  of  learning. 

In  1915  the  last  fraternity  was  added  to  the  lists  when  a 
charter  from  Theta  Chi  was  granted  to  a  local  which  had 
been  operating  for  several  years.     This  brought  the  total

number  to  seven  general  fraternities  and  one  professional 
fraternity. 

The  impetus  of  the  new  surroundings  has  wrought  a 
magic  effect,  and  the  college  has  leaped  forward  with  mighty 
strides.  The  income-bearing  endowment  of  the  two 
institutions  has  reached  $1,000,000,  and  the  matriculates 
now  number  nearly  five  hundred.  In  the  light  of  these 
circumstances  prophets  without  number  have  arisen,  who 
with  one  accord  proclaim  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  the  institution  will  be  hailed  as  the  greatest  in  the 
entire  Southland.

The  conclave  headquarters  will  be  at  the  Jefferson  Hotel, 
the  South's  most  palatial  hostelry  where  reservations  have 
already  been  made  for  the  visitors.

KifFin  Yates  Rockwell 

Virginia  Epsilon,  *13. 
Born  Sept.  20,  1892.— Died  Sept.  23,  1916. 

Two  Sigma  Phi  Epsilons,  brothers  in  blood  and  fraternity, 
arrived  in  France  in  August,  1914,  to  cast  their  lot  with  the 
Army  of  France  in  the  present  gigantic  European  struggle. 
They  were  Paul  Ayres  Rockwell,  '10,  and  Kiffin  Yates 
Rockwell,  '13,  both  of  Virginia  Epsilon.  They  had  chosen 
to  espouse  the  cause  of  France  in  answer  to  the  call  of  the 
blood  of  their  ancestors. 

We  have  learned  of  their  heroic  deeds  from  time  to  time 
through  the  columns  of  the  newspapers  and  the  Journal 
and  how  they  have  been  wounded  only  to  return  to  the  front 
upon  recovery. 

But  now  it  is  our  solemn  and  sorrowful  duty  to  here 
record  the  death  of  Brother  Kiffin  Rockwell  who  was  killed 
in  action  on  the  Alsace  front  September  23rd.  Brother 
Rockwell  was  attached  to  the  American  Squadrilla  and  rose 
in  a  single  seater  Nieuport  at  8:30  A.  M.  alone.  He  soon 
engaged  the  enemy  but  in  the  encounter  he  received  a  bullet 
in  the  head  and  crashed  to  the  ground.  Death  was  instan- 
taneous. His  body  was  taken  with  all  military  honors  to  a 
military  hospital,  from  which  burial  took  place  on  September 
24th. 

We  reprint  herewith  from  the  Richmond  Times  Dispatch  of 
September  24th: 

DARING  AMERICAN  AIRMAN  SHOT  DEAD  IN  AIR  BATTLE 
Kiffin  Rockwell  Killed  by  Bullet  in  Head  While  Attacking 
German  Taube.    Great  Loss  to  French  Army.    Regarded  as 
One  of  Most  Brilliant  Aviators  Seen  in  Action  Since  Out- 
break OF  War — Graduate  of  Washington  and  Lee. 
[Special  Cable  to  The  Times-Dispatch.] 
PARIS,    September    23.— Kiffin    Rockwell,    the    aviator, 
attached  to  the  American  squadron,   was  shot  dead  this 
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morning  at  10  o'clock  in  the  course  of  an  air  battle  on  the 
Alsace  front. 

Rockwell  rose  at  8:30  o'clock  alone,  in  an  armored  machine, 
and  fearlessly  attacked  a  German  Taube.  He  succeeded  in 
emptying  the  magazine  of  his  rapid-firer  with  accurate  aim, 
but  while  turning  to  encircle  his  opponent  he  received  a  bullet 
in  the  head  and  dropped  like  a  stone.  Death  was  instan- 
taneous. The  body  was  taken,  with  all  honors,  to  a  military 
hospital.    The  funeral  will  take  place  on  Monday. 

The  aviator's  brother,  Paul,  was  advised  by  telegraph  of 
Rockwell's  death. 

Rockwell's  death  is  a  great  loss  to  French  military  aviation. 
It  was  stated  at  the  War  Office  to-night  that  he  was  one  of 
the  most  brilliant  aviators  seen  in  action  since  the  outbreak 
of  the  war.  Rockwell  was  twice  mentioned  in  army  dis- 
patches, and  had  been  awarded  the  War  Cross  and  a  military 
medal.  He  was  about  to  be  promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant. 

Four  months  ago  Rockwell  was  wounded  in  the  face.  He 
returned  to  the  front  immediately  upon  his  recovery.  He 
was  credited  with  having  brought  down  four  German  war 
planes. 

Mother  Gets  Cablegram  Announcing  His  Death 

WINSTON-SALEM,  N.  C,  September  23.— Kiffin  Yates 
Rockwell,  formerly  of  Asheville  and  Atlanta,  who  had  been 
serving  with  the  French  aero  corps  on  the  western  battle 
front,  was  killed  this  morning  in  a  fight  with  a  German 
fiircraft.  Announcement  of  his  death  was  contained  in  a 
cablegram  from  Paris  received  here  late  to-day  by  his 
mother,  Mrs.  L.  A.  Rockwell,  of  this  city. 

The  message  announcing  the  aviator's  death  was  very 
brief,  and  came  from  an  influential  friend  of  the  family  in 
Paris.     It  said: 

"Kiffin  killed  this  morning  in  aerial  battle  in  Alsace." 

Young  Rockwell  had  been  serving  in  the  French  army 
since  September  30,  1914.  He  was  very  active  in  the  aerial 
fighting  around  Verdun,  and  succeeded  in  bringing  down 
four  German  aeroplanes  unassisted.  For  this  feat  he  recently 
received  a  War  Cross  and  military  medal  from  the  hand  of 
General  Joffre,  who  referred  to  him  as  "a  bold  and  courage-

ous  pilot."    He  had  been  frequently  mentioned  for  bravery 
in  the  official  reports. 

Letter  From  Son  Only  Few  Hours  Before  News 

Mrs.  Rockwell  had  received  a  letter  from  her  son  only  a 
few  hours  before  the  news  of  his  death  reached  her.  In 
the  letter  he  stated  that  he  had  had  a  leave  of  absence  of 
eight  days,  and  had  spent  the  time  in  Paris  with  his  brother, 
Paul  Rockwell,  and  that  he  had  had  a  great  time.  On  the 
day  he  mailed  the  letter  he  was  leaving  for  the  front,  and 
said  he  had  been  transferred  from  Verdun  to  a  more  active 
sector. 

Kiffin  and  his  brother,  Paul  Rockwell,  wei.t  to  Europe  in 
August,  1914,  directly  after  the  war  began.  Both  volun- 
teered for  service  in  the  French  army.  Paul  was  wounded 
severely  during  the  first  winter  while  serving  in  the  trenches. 
He  later  obtained  his  discharge,  and  is  now  war  correspondent 
for  American  newspapers. 

Kiffin  Rockwell  was  born  on  September  20,  1892,  at  New- 
port, Tenn.  His  father  was  a  Baptist  minister  of  North 
Carolina,  and  his  mother  was  Miss  Lula  Ayers,  a  member 
of  a  prominent  South  Carolina  family.  His  father  died  when 
he  was  two  years  old,  and  later  his  mother  moved  with  her 
two  sons  to  Asheville,  where  they  lived  for  many  years. 
Young  Rockwell  was  a  graduate  of  Washington  and  Lee 
University,  and  also  attended  the  Virginia  Military  Insti- 
tute for  a  time.  When  the  war  began  he  was  connected  with 
an  advertising  agency  in  Atlanta,  and  soon  afterwards  he 
and  his  brother,  Paul,  who  was  a  reporter  on  the  Atlanta 
Constitution,  left  for  France. 

The  Paris  edition  of  the  New  York  Herald  for  May  21, 
gives  a  wonderful  account  of  Brother  Rockwell's  first 
achievement  with  the  aerial  squad,  which  follows: 

AMERICAN  DOWNS  FIRST  AREOPLANE  HE  ENCOUNTERS 

Aviator  Has  Only  Been  in  American  Squadrilla  Few  Days — 
Proposed  for  Medaille  Militaire  for  Shooting  Down  German 
Two-Seater. 
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Corporal  Kiffin  Rockwell — not  James  Rockwell  as  was 
erroneously  reported  in  the  Herald  of  yesterday — who  has 
just  shot  down  a  German  aeroplane,  has  only  been  actively 
engaged  in  the  aviation  corps  of  the  French  army  for  a  few 
days,  and  the  machine  he  destroyed  was  the  first  one  he 
encountered  in  combats. 

Mr.  Rockwell  has  been  in  the  service  of  France  since  the 
beginning  of  the  war — first  in  the  Foreign  Legion,  being 
wounded  a  year  ago,  and  since  then  in  the  flying  corps,  having 
been  recently  assigned  to  the  American  Squadrilla  after 
having  served  apprenticeship. 

Accounts  of  Mr.  Rockwell's  aerial  battle  have  reached 
Paris.  He  engaged  the  enemy  machine  at  a  great  height  and 
approached  to  within  thirty  metres  of  it  before  opening  fire 
with  his  machine  gune.  This  is  the  style  adopted  by  Georges 
Guynemer,  the  French  pilot  whose  record  is  just  below  that 
of  Lieutenant  Navarre. 

Flying  in  a  small  fast  Nieuport  single-seater,  Rockwell 
successfully  gave  battle  with  his  single  mitrailleuse  to  the 
German  machine,  which  carried  two  men  and  was  equipped 
with  two  machine  guns.  The  Nieuport' s  bullets  riddled 
the  enemy  craft,  however,  before  the  German  pilot  could 
manoeuvre  into  position  and  his  machine  gun  operator  could 
bring  his  fire  into  play. 

Corporal  Rockwell  is  proposed  for  the  Medaille  Militaire 
(with  Croix  de  Guerre)  for  his  feat. 

The  following  letter  has  been  received  concerning  Mr. 
Rockwell: — 

R,ELATIVES  IN  CONFEDERATE  ArMY. 

63  Avenue  d'lena,  May  20,  1916. 
To  THE  Editor  of  the  Herald: — 

Dear  Sir, — In  your  issue  of  to-day  you  state  that  ''James 
Rockwell,  one  of  the  aviators  attached  to  the  American 
squadrilla,"  etc.  There  is  no  James  Rockwell  in  the  French 
aviation  service.  The  American  aviator  who  Thursday  forced 
down  a  Hun  aeroplane  near  the  Hartmannswillerkopf  was 
Corporal  Kiffin  Rockwell,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  who  offered  his 
services  to  the  French  Republic  the  day  war  broke  out  with 
Germany.    He  came  to  France  in  August,  1914,  and  enlisted 
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in  the  Foreign  Legion.  After  eight  months  in  the  trenches 
he  was  severely  wounded  in  the  thigh  in  the  storming  of  La 
Targette  by  the  Legion  May  9,  1915.  After  recovering  from 
his  wound  Mr.  Rockwell  was  transferred  to  the  Aviation 
Corps. 

Corporal  Rockwell  is  descended  from  a  family  of  soldiers. 
Both  his  grandfathers,  Captain  Henry  Rockwell,  of  North 
Carolina,  and  Major  Enoch  Shaw  Ayres,  of  South  Carolina, 
were  officers  in  the  army  of  the  Southern  Confederacy.  A 
miore  remote  ancestor  was  a  captain  on  General  Washington's 
staff  during  the  American  Revolution.  The  founder  of  the 
American  branch  of  the  family  emigrated  from  France  during 
the  religious  wars,  more  than  three  centuries  ago,  being  a 
Huguenot. 

Corporal  Rockwell  received  military  training  at  the  Vir- 
ginia Military  Institute,  Lexington,  Va.,  later  being  grad- 
uated from  Washington  and  Lee  University.  He  was  an  inti- 
mate friend  of  Kenneth  Weeks,  who  fell  at  Givenchy  June 
16,  1915. 

Will  you  kindly  correct  your  news  item,  as  Mr.  Rockwell 
has  many  friends  in  France  and  Paris  who  will  be  interested 
to  know  that  he  has  already  brought  down  a  German  aero- 
plane.

Brother  Paul  Rockwell  adds  the  following  note  to  this 
clipping : 

''The  account  of  Kiffin's  battle  is  not  exactly  correct.  Over 
two  hundred  shots  were  fired  at  him  by  the  Huns,  while 
he  fired  about  five  shots,  killing  both  the  German  aviators. 
He  has  been  made  sergeant,  and  will  be  given  a  special 
medal,  besides  the  two  mentioned  here." 

Thus  culminates  the  life  of  a  brother  who  exemplified 
those  traits  of  character  which  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  teaches. 
He  needs  no  obituary,  his  record  speaks  for  itself.  All 
honor  has  been  paid  him  by  the  French  RepubHc  and 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  never  forgets.      His  was  a  life  of  pur- 
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pose  and  bravery,    and  he  will  be  mourned  by   all  who 
knew  him.

The  Interfraternity  Conference 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  before  another  issue  of  this 
pubUcation  is  printed,  the  Interfraternity  Conference  will 
have  met  in  New  York,  it  might  be  well  to  utilize  this  space 
in  an  endeavor  to  explain  just  what  the  functions  of  this 
Organization  are.  This  article  is  written  more  especially 
for  the  information  of  the  undergraduates  as  the  alumni  are 
more  or  less  posted  in  this  matter. 

While  each  chapter  receives  annually  a  copy  of  the  min- 
utes of  this  Conference,  yet  we  believe  we  are  safe  in  saying 
that  there  are  but  few  who  take  up  this  pamphlet  and  read 
it  from  cover  to  cover,  and  unless  this  is  done  one  can  hardly 
gain  any  definite  knowledge  of  what  this  powerful  Organiza- 
tion is  doing. 

The  aims  and  objects  of  the  Conference  can  best  be 
learned  from  reading  the  following,  "A  Declaration  of 
Principles,"  drawn  up  at  the  meeting  in  Chicago  in  May, 
1913: 

''We,  the  Greek-letter  societies  of  America,  in 
convention  assembled,  do  make  the  following  declara- 
tion: 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  the  people  of  our  country 
are  not  familiar  with  the  true  purposes  and  ideals  of 
our  societies  and  with  the  actual  conditions  among 
the  same; 

Now,  therefore,  we,  represented  in  convention  at 
the  City  of  Chicago  by  officers  and  delegates  of  our 
said  societies,  declare: 

That  it  is  our  earnest  wish  and  desire  to  inculcate 
in  our  various  chapters  or  local  societies,  the  princi- 
ples of  true  womanhood  and  manhood;  to  promote 
the  moral  welfare  of  all  our  members;  to  stimulate 
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and  encourage  scholarship;  to  prescribe  obedience  to 
all  authority;  to  encourage  loyalty  to  and  active 
interest  in  the  institution  where  they  may  be  located ; 
to  foster  a  democratic  and  friendly  spirit  between 
our  members  and  all  others  with  whom  they  may  be 
associated,  and  to  inspire  among  our  members  a  true, 
loyal  and  lasting  friendship. 

And  we  do  further  declare  that  to  those  ends  we 
have,  through  our  officers  and  councils,  dedicated 
ourselves  in  the  past  and  do  pledge  ourselves  for  the 
future,  that  where  we  fail  we  will  remedy  and  where 
we  succeed,  such  shall  be  to  us  only  an  incentive  to 
better  endeavor. 

And  we  do  further  declare  that  our  association 
together  in  such  societies  is  in  fulfillment  of  the 
natural  desire  of  all  people  to  seek  friendship  among 
one  another,  and  that  we  consider  our  members  not  as 
elected  to  any  privileges,  but  rather,  pledged  and 
dedicated  to  a  life  of  striving  for  the  perfection  of  our 
ideals. 

And  we  do  further  declare  that  we  welcome  all 
sincere  criticism  of  our  conduct  and  lives,  and  do 
pledge  ourselves  to  take  counsel  upon  the  same  and 
to  remedy  all  things  wherein  we  may  fall  short  of  these, 
our  ideals  and  principles. 

And  remembering  our  long  and  prosperous  exist- 
ence, our  opportunities  and  hopes  for  the  future,  our 
thousands  of  great  and  true  members  now  in  the 
service  of  the  world,  the  thousands  of  our  young  men 
and  women  now  in  our  brotherly  care,  and  the 
service  of  many  good  and  noble  men  and  women  given 
to  the  perfecting  of  these  ideals, 

We  do  pledge  ourselves  to  promote  these  things  in 
all  ways  and  to  continue  our  efforts  to  that  end." 
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From  this  article  you  get  a  general  idea  of  the  scope  of 
work  with  which  the  Conference  is  confronted.  Various 
committees,  appointed  from  time  to  time,  have  gathered 
data  which  has  proven  invaluable  in  enabling  the  Con- 
ference to  arrive  at  conclusions.  The  faults  of  fraternity 
systems  have  been  brought  to  light  by  the  cooperation  of  the 
members  of  the  Conference.  Petty  jealousies  which  have 
heretofore  prevented  fraternities  from  having  communica- 
tion with  each  other  have  been  swept  aside  in  an  effort  to 
establish  something  for  the  common  good.  This  one  great 
achievement  of  the  Conference  alone  would  mark  it  a  most 
useful  organization,  but  this  is  only  one  of  the  many  things 
which  it  has  accomplished.  Along  this  Hne  it  might  be  well 
to  quote,  in  part,  Mr.  Henry  H.  McCorkle,  Phi  Kappa  Psi, 
Chairman  of  the  Interfraternity  Conference,  whose  article 
on  'Interfraternity  Comity"  appears  in  Banta's  for  July: 

''Time  was  when  the  rivalry  between  college 
fraternities  was  largely  destructive  in  character; 
when  each  fraternity  looked  upon  every  other  as  an 
enemy,  and  when  any  misfortune,  or  even  disgrace, 
that  befell  one  fraternity  was  a  matter  of  self  gratifi- 
cation on  the  part  of  all  the  others.  A  state  of  war 
continuously  existed,  interrupted  by  occasional  inter- 
vals of  armed  truce.  The  ancient  doctrine  that  "All 
is  fair  in  war,"  was  universally  accepted  as  a  matter 
of  course.  Neither  property  nor  membership  ties 
were  held  sacred  as  between  rivals,  and  instances  are 
on  record  where  whole  chapters  of  one  fraternity  were 
alienated  from  their  parent  organizations  and  af- 
filiated with  their  former  adversaries. 

It  is  not  strange  that  such  conditions  should  have 
gradually  developed  an  increasing  distrust  and 
antagonism  toward  college  fraternities  in  the  views  of 
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third  parties,  who  could  judge  only  by  externals,  and 
who  found  great  difficulty  in  discerning,  in  the  per- 
formances of  college  fraternity  men,  any  of  those 
commendable  principles  of  character  building  which 
they  professed  to  cultivate  through  their  organiza- 
tions. The  fraternities  failed  to  appreciate  the  fact 
that  neutrals,  such  as  faculties  and  parents,  had 
certain  rights  with  respect  to  the  conduct  of  their 
interfraternity  warfare;  with  the  inevitable  result 
that  these  neutrals  began  to  make  common  cause 
toward  the  suppression  of  what  they  conceived  to  be 
an  unmixed  evil. 

The  profound  change  in  the  attitude  of  college  fra- 
ternities toward  one  another,  and  toward  the  outside 
world,  that  has  taken  place  in  recent  years,  had  its 
inception  in  the  hostile,  and  often  just  criticism  which 
their  own  indifference  and  foolish  conduct  earned  for 
them.  They  began  to  realize  the  value  of  the  opinions 
of  others  as  an  unerring  means  of  detection  of  faults 
otherwise  overlooked  or  underestimated,  and  as  a 
tremendous  aid  in  strengthening  both  the  purposes 
and  personnel  of  their  organizations.  They  became 
conscious  of  the  fact  that  the  general  public  looked 
upon  all  fraternities  alike,  and  that  the  fault  of  one 
was  invariably  attributed  to  all. 

Thereupon  there  dawned  the  present  era  of  con- 
structive rivalry,  when  through  cooperative  measures, 
each  fraternity  seeks  to  present  to  the  college  world 
an  unbroken  front  of  excellence  in  cause  and  conduct, 
inviting  the  confidence  of  parents  and  faculties  in  their 
purpose  and  ability  to  exercise  a  right  influence  upon 
the  morals  and  ideals  of  their  undergraduate  mem- 
bers. To  this  end  the  Interfraternity  Conference  was 
established,  that  fraternities  might  consult  together 
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as  friends,  and  share  the  benefit  of  one  another's 
experiences.  This  spirit  of  cooperation  is  so  universal 
among  fraternities  today,  that  it  is  an  almost  daily 
occurrence  for  officers  of  the  Conference  to  receive 
appeals  for  advice,  suggestions  and  assistance, 
although  the  Conference  possesses  only  advisory 
functions."     *    *    * 

One  can  easily  conceive  from  the  above  remarks  the 
infinitesimal  good  that  interfraternity  harmony  at  colleges 
can  render  the  Conference  in  its  work  of  allaying  the  sus- 
picions and  prejudices  of  those  who  are  not  acquainted  with 
fraternity  conditions.  Every  fraternity  desires  the  good 
will  of  mankind  and  this  desire  can  only  be  realized  when 
fraternity  conduct  warrants  it.  Not  that  upon  a  whole 
their  conduct  has  not  been  acceptable  but  that  the  methods 
employed  by  different  societies,  their  manner  of  living,  etc, 
have  not  been  comprehended  by  the  public. 

It  is  therefore  necessary  that  active  men  think,  feel  and 
act  with  the  Conference  that  our  paths  may  be  made 
smoother  and  our  friends  more  manifold. 


Observations  on  Rushing 

Some  of  the  Important  Factors  in  Selecting  and  Winning 
Men,  as  Seen  by  Another  Greek. 

(Editor's  Note. — The  following  has  been  taken  from  the  Delta 
UpsUon  Quartily  whose  Editor  in  turn  took  it  from  The  Rainbow 
of  Delta  Tau  Delta,  in  which  magazine  the  original  discussion 
took  place.) 

The  distractions  of  commencement  week  and  the  sorrow 
at  the  loss  of  the  seniors  will  no  sooner  have  taken  their 
places  in  the  past  than  our  actives  will  begin  to  plan  and 
think  of  the  fall  rushing  campaign. 

In  many  institutions  our  chapters  will  find  themselves 
confronted  by  different  rushing  conditions  on  account  of 
new  rules  postponing  rushing  or  initiation  until  the  second 
semester  or  the  sophomore  year.  But  even  under  these 
circumstances  much  thought  will  be  given  to  filling  with 
new  members  the  ranks  depleted  by  graduation. 

No  matter  what  the  rules  may  be,  a  certain  sort  of  rushing 
is  always  active.  No  matter  if  they  know  that  a  fraternity 
bid  will  not  be  extended  to  them  for  four  months  or  a  year, 
the  freshmen  will  be  all  the  time  observing  and  studying 
the  different  fraternities;  and  their  preference  will  have 
been  reached  a  long  time  before  the  formal  bidding.  Our 
chapters  will  appreciate  this  fact  and  while  they  are  taking 
their  time  to  size  up  the  new  material  they  must  realize 
that  they  are  being  scrutinized  also.  Under  these  condi- 
tions any  lack  of  harmony  in  the  chapter's  life  that  might 
be  hidden  during  a  short,  strenuous  rushing  season  will  be 
discovered. 

In  fact,  whether  pledging  is  postponed  or  not,  a  chapter 
can  adopt  no  wiser  policy  than  to  live  always  and  at  all 
times  its  natural  e very-day  life.  The  man  it  bids  will  have 
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to  live  in  that  chapter  for  four  years  in  the  closest  of  rela- 
tions with  its  members.  If  he  has  selected  the  chapter  with 
a  full  knowledge  of  the  real  type  of  its  personnel,  its  atmos- 
phere and  style  of  daily  life,  he  is  pretty  certain  to  fit  in 
and  to  find  his  chapter  life  happy  and  congenial.  Chapter 
misfits  result  far  more  often  from  a  lack  of  thorough  under- 
standing of  each  other  by  both  parties  to  the  contract  than 
from  precipitancy. 

FEW  FRESHMEN  LOOK  AHEAD 

In  selecting  their  fraternity  few  freshmen  pay  much 
attention  to  the  national  standing.  The  personnel  and 
character  of  the  particular  chapter  of  which  they  are  to  be  a 
part  for  four  years  is  of  much  more  importance  to  them. 
To  a  freshman  four  years  seem  an  endless  stretch  of  time 
ahead  and  he  is  inclined  to  pay  little  attention  to  what  is 
really  the  most  important  part  of  his  fraternity  life — the 
alumni  years  with  their  rich  privileges  of  service,  fraternal 
associations  and  mutual  brotherly  help  and  encouragement. 
He  is  thinking  in  the  present  and  if  he  likes  a  crowd  of 
fellows  personally,  and  finds  their  house  life  homelike  and 
congenial  he  seldom  looks  further.  In  many  cases  a  man  has 
joined  a  fraternity  almost  solely  on  account  of  a  strong 
liking  for  one  of  its  members.  It  is  a  wise  rushing  principle 
to  watch  for  these  attractions  and  entrust  a  large  part  of 
the  care  of  a  desirable  freshman  to  the  man,  or  men,  in  the 
chapter  for  whom  he  shows  an  instinctive  liking. 

LAVISH  ENTERTAINING  NEAR  AN  END 

The  past  ten  years  have  seen  one  great  improvement  in 
rushing  methods  throughout  the  country.  In  the  not  very 
distant  past  the  large  sums  of  money  spent  on  rushing  and 
the  lavish  incidental  entertaining  were  a  serious  problem 
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and  furnished  our  detractors  with  a  very  just  objection  to 
the  fraternity  system  in  general.  It  was  objectionable 
from  every  standpoint.  The  competition  between  the 
different  fraternities  kept  making  this  expenditure  greater 
each  year,  and  in  an  effort  to  out-do  its  rivals  a  chapter 
would  often  so  seriously  cripple  its  finances  that  its  very 
existence  would  be  jeopardized.  We  believe  there  has  been 
a  very  great  improvement  in  this  respect.  Perhaps  the 
fraternities  have  come  back  to  a  saner  state  of  mind  as  a 
reaction  from  these  frenzied  excesses. 

By  such  over-done  efforts  at  entertaining  a  freshman  was 
given  a  false  and  exaggerated  idea  of  his  own  importance, 
and  his  head  was  often  so  turned  that  he  was  never  of  any 
value  afterwards  to  the  fraternity  he  did  finally  condescend 
to  join.  Such  undignified  rushing  methods  made  the 
fraternities  objects  of  ridicule  to  the  whole  college  world 
and  brought  the  entire  fraternity  system  into  disrepute 
with  faculty  and  students  alike. 

No  worthy  new  man  was  ever  secured  by  placing  him 
under  obligations  for  lavish  entertaining.  The  right- 
thinking  freshman  will  be  embarrassed  and  rendered  un- 
comfortable by  such  attentions  that  he  can  not  return;  the 
other  sort  will  pull  the  legs  of  competing  fraternities  and 
delay  making  any  selection  until  his  possibilities  of  free 
treats  are  exhausted.  In  either  case  no  real  advantage 
accrues  to  the  fraternities. 

After  all,  joining  a  fraternity  is  a  business  proposition. 
It  is  a  contract  for  mutual  advantages  between  the  fraternity 
and  the  new  man.  We  hope  that  all  chapters  of  Delta  Tau 
Delta  will  handle  this  matter  with  the  dignity  it  merits. 
Delta  Tau  Delta  offers  too  many  privileges  and  benefits 
on  her  side  of  the  bargain  to  justify  any  unseemly  scramble 
for  new  material. 
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RUSHING'S  REAL  PURPOSE 

The  true  aim  of  rushing  entertainment  is  not  to  outshine 
a  rival  with  its  costUness  or  to  place  the  recipient  under 
obligations.  Its  legitimate  purposes  are  to  enable  a  chapter 
to  study  a  new  man  in  an  an  intimate  manner  so  that 
intelligent  and  safe  action  may  be  taken  in  regard  to  bidding 
him,  and  to  afford  him  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  members,  to  size  up  the  ideals  and  principles  of  the 
chapter  as  exemplified  in  its  daily  life  and  to  come  to  know 
the  character  of  the  chapter's  home  life. 

The  freshman  may  not  sit  down  and  calmly  reason  out 
that  these  are  the  considerations  on  which  he  makes  his 
selection  of  a  fraternity;  but,  consciously  or  unconsciously, 
these  are  in  the  final  analysis  the  great  determining  factors. 

THE  PART  THE  HOUSE  PLAYS 

A  good,  adequate,  comfortable  house  is  a  help  to  a  chapter 
in  its  rushing.  But  a  pretentious  palace  is  often  a  distinct 
drawback.  In  making  his  selection  the  right  sort  of  a  fresh- 
man will  never  allow  the  house  to  outweigh  the  more  im- 
portant considerations  we  have  already  mentioned.  In 
many  instances  the  heavy  expenses  for  each  member  en- 
tailed by  a  too  pretentious  house  have  kept  out  a  thoroughly 
desirable  man.  May  the  day  never  come  when  financial 
considerations  will  bar  a  worthy  man  from  Delta  Tau 
Delta's  fold. 

As  our  president  has  often  said,  the  true  purpose  of  a 
chapter  house  is  to  provide  a  chapter  home  and  to  make 
possible  for  all  our  active  members  the  enjoyment  of  a  real 
home  life.  The  freshman  who  are  eligible  for  membership 
in  Delta  Tau  Delta  naturally  come  from  homes  of  culture 
and  refinement.  We  do  not  need  to  point  out  to  our  chapters 
that  the  strongest  appeal  they  can  make  to  such  men  is  to 
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conduct  their  chapter  home  life  on  the  same  plane.  But  a 
crowd  of  healthy  boys,  living  generally  without  the  re- 
straining feminine  influence,  can  all  too  easily  drop  into 
careless  habits  about  the  house;  and  slovenly  servants 
without  proper  oversight  will  quickly  become  slipshod  and 
slight  their  work.  No  matter  how  handsome  a  chapter 
house  may  have  been  originally,  its  charm  cannot  survive 
dirt,  littered  rooms,  shabby  furniture  and  soiled  table  linen; 
nor  is  a  freshman  ever  estranged  by  an  observance  of  decent 
table  manners  and  conversation  suitable  for  a  home  circle 
of  refinement. 

ON  '^CONTINUOUS"  RUSHING 

We  hope  that  the  thought  underlying  these  remarks  has 
already  been  discovered  by  our  actives.  The  very  best  and 
most  effective  sort  of  rushing  work  can  be  carried  on  all  the 
time.  It  is  for  a  chapter  to  create  and  maintain  every  day 
a  home  life  in  its  chapter  house  that  will  appeal  to  all  who 
come  within  its  influence,  and  for  every  member  to  so 
exemplify  in  his  daily  life  the  ideals  and  teachings  of  Delta 
Tau  Delta  that  men  of  like  principles  and  tastes  will  be 
irresistibly  attracted  to  such  fellowship.  In  this  latter  phase 
the  alumni  count  for  a  great  deal.  Many  a  freshman  enters 
college  with  a  strong  preference  for  some  particular  fraternity 
on  account  of  strong  alumni  of  that  fraternity  he  has  known 
in  his  home  town  or  during  his  prep  school  days.  In  fact, 
we  can  all,  both  alumni  and  actives,  most  acceptably  serve 
and  efficiently  advance  the  cause  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  by 
our  daily  lives  and  actions. 


Pennsylvania  Delta's  New 
Home 

University  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  new  chapter  house  purchased  by  Pennsylvania  Delta, 
is  as  nearly  ideal,  in  many  respects,  as  it  is  possible  for  a 
house  not  built  to  order  to  be.  Location,  exterior  and 
interior  finish,  arrangement  of  rooms,  all  combine  to  make  it  a 
residence  well  worthy  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon. 

The  house  has  one  of  the  best  locations  on  the  campus. 
It  is  four  squares  from  College  Hall,  the  main  administration 
and  class-room  building,  and  even  nearer  to  some  of  the 
other  important  buildings.  The  neighborhood  is  conceded 
to  be  the  best  residence  section  in  the  vicinity  of  the  campus, 
and  the  fact  that  the  expansion  of  the  University  is  in  this 
direction,  is  an  added  advantage.  Several  other  fraternities 
are  near  neighbors;  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  owning  a  chapter 
house  across  the  street,  and  others  renting  houses  near  by. 

The  site  is  the  highest  ground  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  being  on  the  same  level  as  the 
Toof  of  the  city  hall.  Light  and  air  are  plentiful ;  our  neighbor 
to  the  east  occupies  a  very  large  lot,  the  west  wall  of  his 
being  100  feet  from  our  eastern  wall.  On  the  west  there  is  a 
ten  foot  passage  separating  us  from  the  next  house.  Our 
windows  are  all  of  leaded,  stained  glass  on  this  side. 

The  house  is  a  four  story  dwelling,  on  a  lot  36  by  175  feet, 
and  was  constructed  in  1907  by  a  retired  contractor  for  his 
own  use.  This  last  statement  has  great  significance,  as  will 
be  seen  when  the  interior  construction  is  described.  The 
house  is  of  ItaHan,  Renaissance  architecture,  the  walls  to 
the  fourth  floor  being  of  pressed  brick,  and  the  remainder 
is  finished  off  in  stucco.    All  the  windows  are  of  plate  glass, 
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except  the  stained  glass  which  has  already  been  mentioned. 
The  cornices,  bay-windows  and  gutters  are  finished  in 
copper,  assuring  long  life  ajid  freedom  from  repairs.  The 
house  is  set  about  fifteen  feet  back  from  the  street,  the 
large  front  porch  standing  about  six  feet  above  the  level  of 
the  sidewalk.  The  back  yard  extends  to  the  narrow  street 
in  the  rear,  and  is  beautified  by  a  lawn  and  a  border  of  roses. 

The  interior  of  the  house  is  no  less  pleasing  than  the 
exterior.  A  small  entry  gives  passage  from  the  porch  to  the 
reception  hall  and  general  living  room,  into  which  opens  the 
music  and  dining  rooms.  A  built-in  settee  covered  with 
fine  leather  cushions,  and  a  large  carved  stone  fire-place, 
make  the  reception  hall  very  attractive.  The  dining  room 
will  seat  about  thirty.  Kitchen  facilities  are  of  a  sort  to 
delight  the  heart  of  the  most  exacting  chefs,  the  space  in- 
cluding kitchen  proper,  butler's  pantry,  supply  pantry,  and 
a  large  laundry. 

The  front  room  on  the  second  floor  makes  a  splendid 
chapter  room,  having  a  built-in  settee  and  a  large  fire-place 
similar  to  that  of  the  first  floor.  Two  of  the  bed-rooms  on 
this  floor,  of  which  there  are  three,  are  double  rooms.  The 
bath-room  is  a  real  delight,  flnished  as  it  is  in  white  tile 
with  the  finest  of  fixtures,  including  a  shower  bath. 

The  third  floor  accomodates  seven  men  in  it's  four  rooms, 
and  at  a  pinch,  might  readily  take  care  of  two  or  three  more. 
The  bath  on  this  floor  is  the  exact  replica  of  the  one  on  the 
second.  The  fourth  floor,  in  addition  to  three  bed-rooms  and 
a,  bath,  has  a  billiard-room,  equipped  with  a  standard 
Brunswick  Balke  Collender  Pocket-billiard  table. 

The  first  three  floors  are  finished  entirely  in  hard  wood. 
The  mantels,  fire-places,  electric  light  and  gas  fixtures, 
plumbing,  etc.,  are  all  of  the  best  material  obtainable.  The 
papering  in  a  few  of  the  rooms  needed  renewing,  but  this  is 
even  now  being  attended  to. 
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Not  the  least  important  part  of  the  equipment  of  the 
house  is  located  in  the  basement.  A  Spears  hot  air  heating 
system,  one  of  the  very  best  on  the  market,  supplies  cheer 
on  cold  days  (and  nights!)  This  system  in  conjunction  with 
the  fire-places,  makes  a  ventilating  system  entirely  adequte, 
even  without  the  aid  of  the  windows.  A  large  Rudd  hot 
water  heater  takes  care  of  all  demands  made  by  kitchen, 
laundry  and  baths.  The  basement  is  cement  lined  and  has 
ample  room  for  the  storage  of  trunks,  etc.  Additional  storage 
space  is  supplied  by  the  attic  which  is  partly  finished  off. 
An  enclosed  stairway  at  the  back  of  the  house  gives  private 
passage  from  basement  to  the  top  floor. 

Ideal  location,  solid  construction,  convenient  arrangement 
and  artistic  decoration,  all  do  their  bit  to  make  this  new 
house  the  material  realization  of  our  fondest  dreams.  And 
when  it  is  added  that  the  price  paid  was  less  than  the  as- 
sessed valuation,  and  that  the  terms  secured  were  the  most 
favorable,  it  will  be  seen  that  not  only  is  the  dreamer  satis- 
fied, but  the  hard-headed  business  man  as  well. 
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A  New  Home  for  Indiana 
Alpha 

Purdue  University 

Although  still  staggering  from  the  blow  which  the  loss  of 
our  house  dealt  us,  we  of  Indiana  Alpha  think  it  now  a 
proper  time  for  jubilation,  and  invite  the  brothers  at  large 
to  share  in  the  joy  which  the  near  completion  of  our  new 
home  now  affords  us.  To  us,  the  seven  months  that  we  have 
been  homeless  have  seemed  almost  an  eternity;  but  looking 
logically  at  the  monstrous  task  which  our  faithful  alumni 
have  wrought  for  us,  we  can  not  help  but  feel  that  the  time 
has  indeed  been  short  for  the  accomplishment  of  such  an 
enormous  project. 

In  less  than  a  year  from  the  day  when  the  flames  robbed 
us  of  house,  furniture  and  personal  possessions,  Indiana 
Alpha  will  be  housed  in  the  finest  fraternity  house  around  the 
campus.    And  this  is  how  it  came  about. 

ALUMNI   QUICKLY   RESPONDS 

Before  the  fire  was  completely  extinguished,  five  Alumni 
brothers  residing  in  Indianapolis,  had  covered  the  seventy 
miles  between  that  city  and  our  alma  mater,  and  were  on 
the  scene  to  do  whatever  they  could  to  help  us.  It  was 
determined  that  the  building  of  a  house  of  our  own  was  the 
only  feasible  plan  by  which  the  chapter  could  be  held  to- 
gether. 

By  generous  donations  by  themselves  and  other  alumni 
with  whom  they  could  communicate,  they  started  a  building 
fund  to  which  later  was  added  the  insurance  received  by 
the  chapter.  The  remainder  of  the  alumni  were  then  ap- 
pealed to  and  invited  to  a  banquet  which  was  held  on 
March  25th  in  the  Florentine  Room  of  the  Claypool  Hotel, 
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Indianapolis.  At  this  banquet  were  represented  all  the 
classes  from  the  installation  of  the  chapter  to  the  class  of 
1919. 

An  association  was  formed  which  is  now  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  first  year  were  elected  as  follows:

After  the  permanent  organization  was  formed,  pledges  and 
donations  came  in  thick  and  fast.  The  most  notable  was  the 
donation  by  Brother  Winslow  of  all  the  brick  which  might 
be  needed  for  the  building.  Robt.  F.  Daggett  was  selected 
as  architect  and  work  upon  the  plans  was  begun  at  once. 

The  building  is  now  well  under  way  and  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  about  January  first.  Leslie  Colvin,  is  General 
Contractor  and  Arthur  Dufty,  Sup't.  of  Buildings  for  Purdue 
University  is  our  Sup't.  of  Construction. 

THE  NEW  LOCATION 

Our  new  lot  is  located  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Seventh 
and  Waldron  streets.  It  is  145  by  150  feet  and  is  reputed  as 
containing  the  finest  assortment  of  shrubery  in  the  town. 
It  stands  in  the  newest  residential  district;  and,  although  a 
good  distance  from  the  business  district,  we  will  be  nearer 
the  campus  than  we  were  before  the  fire. 
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THE  BUILDING 

The  architecture  of  the  new  house  is  of  the  English  Colonial 
type.  The  structure  is  of  sohd  brick  with  stone  trimmings 
and  is  three  stories  high.  Each  floor  will  contain  three 
thousand  square  feet  of  floor  space,  the  exterior  dimensions 
being  75  by  52  feet. 

It  faces  the  West,  fronting  on  Waldron  Street  where  a 
front  porch  35  by  16  feet,  half  roofed  and  half  terrace  forms 
the  entrance.  On  the  North,  facing  Seventh  Street,  we  have 
another  porch  34  by  20  feet,  also  partly  terrace.  The  main 
entrance  is  located  in  the  center  of  the  75  foot  front,  entering 
into  a  large  hall  and  living  room,  52  by  21  feet.  An  immense 
fireplace  with  a  five  foot  opening  is  placed  in  the  north  end 
of  the  living  room.  Immediately  back  of  this  room  is  a  sun 
parlor,  which  has  an  entrance  into  a  small  coat  room. 

The  dining  room  occupies  the  south  end  of  the  house. 
It  is  21  by  30  feet  and  separated  from  the  hall  and  living 
room  by  accordian  doors.  These  are  so  arranged  that  they 
can  be  folded  back  for  dances  and  other  social  functions, 
giving  an  unrestricted  dancing  space  of  21  by  75  feet. 

The  rear  of  the  first  floor  is  taken  up  by  the  kitchen, 
pantry,  storage  room  and  two  servants  rooms  with  bath 
between. 

The  second  floor  contains  fifteen  spacious  study  rooms. 
Of  these,  twelve  are  made  to  accomodate  two  men  and  three 
are  intended  for  three  men  each.  This  will  make  our  total 
minimum  capacity  thirty-three  men.  All  study  rooms  have 
not  less  than  two  windows  and  owing  to  the  shape  of  the 
structure,  seven  rooms  are  located  on  corners.  Each  room 
will  be  equipped  with  a  large  closet  and  built-in  chiffonier. 
In  those  rooms  intended  for  three  men  the  closet  space  is 
doubled. 

On  this  floor  is  also  located  the  large  bath  room,  equipped 
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with  two  showers,  two  toilets  and  six  lavatories.  This 
assures  us  that  the  old  nuisance  of  a  wash  room  ''rush"  will 
never  again  trouble  us. 

The  third  floor  is  occupied  entirely  by  the  dormitory. 
It  will  be  ventilated  by  more  than  a  score  of  windows. 
Complete  fire  escapes  from  this  floor  are  a  feature  of  the 
building. 

The  heating  and  lighting  systems  were  designed  especially 
by  Brother  J.  C.  Lewis,  M.  E.  '09.  He  will  install  a  vapor 
steam  system  for  the  heating.  Brother  Lewis'  work  is  so 
complete  that  even  the  type  of  fixtures  is  specified.  We  owe 
him  much  for  his  zealous  efforts  to  give  us  the  best  along 
these  lines. 

The  chapter  is  justly  proud  of  it's  new  stronghold  and 
prouder  still  of  it's  loyal  alumni  brothers  whose  hard  work 
and  sacrifices  have  made  the  project  a  success.  We  wish 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  publicly  and  to 
remind  them  that  the  doors  will  always  be  open  to  greet 
them,  as  will  they  also  be  to  every  worthy  wearer  of  the 
heart  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.

Alumni   Responsibility 

As  a  postscript  to  one  of  the  chapter  letters  received  for 

this  issue  was  the  following:     "Private:    Dear  ;    If 

you  get  a  chance  in  private,  jack  up  our  Alumni — not  one 
has  been  up  this  year."  A  plaintive  cry  oft'  heard  and  so 
often  unanswered. 

A  great  deal  has  been  written  along  this  line  and  with 
effect.  An  active  chapter  has  written  its  Alumni  that: 
''The  fraternity  is  as  much  yours  as  it  is  ours;  the  responsi- 
bility which  a  fraternity  man  assumes  at  initiation  does  not 
cease  with  the  severance  of  active  membership.  While  in 
college  he  receives  infinitely  more  incalculable  benefits  than 
he  actually  pays  for,  and  these  benefits  continue  on  a  smaller 
scale  after  graduation.  It  is  not  unjust,  therefore,  to  expect 
the  alumnus  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  con- 
stantly presented  to  him  of  repaying  the  fraternity  its 
rightful  due"  and  ''Do  not  think  that  we  are  ungrateful  for 
past  assistance  and  co-operation,  for  we  most  heartily 
appreciate  all  your  efforts  in  our  behalf.  What  we  desire 
is  even  greater,  more  system^atic,  more  effective  aid  and 
co-operation  in  the  future.  You  are,  to  be  sure,  in  the 
narrow  literal  sense,  inactive  members  of  the  Chapter,  but 
your  interest  and  activity  in  it  should  never  diminish.  *   *  ." 

Where  does  the  chief  fault  with  the  Alumni  lie?  The 
answer  is  probably  lack  of  efficient  organization.  There  is 
scarcely  an  alumnus  in  any  fraternity  that  does  not  know  his 
duty  to  his  chapter,  but  it  is  in  the  performance  of  this  duty 
that  he  falls  down.  He  does  not  charge  himself  with  any 
personal  responsibility  along  this  line,  and  passes  up  indi- 
vidual interest  with  the  thought  that  no  doubt  some  of  his 
brothers  have  taken  care  of  the  m^atter.  It  is  for  this  partic- 
ular phase  of  the  situation  that  chapter  alumni  associations 
should  be  organized,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  delegate  cer- 
tain brothers  to  pay  visits  to  the  chapter  at  specified  times. 
Then  will  responsibility  be  placed  and  efficiency  rendered. 


A  Notable  Achievement 

Probably  the  greatest  honor  in  the  way  of  college  oratory 
that  has  ever  been  brought  to  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  resulted 
from  the  contest  held  in  Indianapolis,  June  26th,  when 
Brother  DeLloyd  F.  Wood,  Ohio  Epsilon,  took  first  place 
over  the  eight  best  college  orators  of  twelve  States. 

Each  of  the  contestants  had  won  first  place  in  State 
contests.  Brother  Wood  representing  Ohio.  The  result  of 
the  contest  is  as  follows:  Ohio  Wesley  an,  first;  Syracuse 
University,  second;  University  of  Michigan,  third;  Wesleyan 
University  (Conn.),  fourth. 

The  following  from  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  Transcript,  Sept. 
14th,  gives  an  accurate  account  of  the  contest: 

WESLEYAN  ORATOR  IS  FIRST  IN  PROHIBITION  ORATORI- 
CAL CONTEST 

D.  F.  Wood,  '18,  Triumphs  Over  Twelve  States  and  Will  Try 
FOR  National  Honors.  "Challenge  To  Century."  is  Theme 
OF  Oration  Which  has  Been  Quite  Widely  Published. 

No  greater  honor  has  been  brought  to  the  Oratory  depart- 
ment of  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  than  by  the  winning  of 
first  place  by  DeLoyd  F.  Wood,  '18,  of  Portland,  Ind.,  in  the 
Inter-state  Prohibition  Oratorical  Contest,  held  in  Indian- 
apolis last  June  before  the  national  convention  of  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League.  Representatives  from  twelve  states  com- 
peted against  Mr.  Wood,  each  man  having  won  first  place  in 
his  own  state  contest.  Thus  has  Ohio  Wesleyan  not  only 
triumphed  over  the  twelve  colleges  represented,  but  also 
the  sixty  or  more  previously  disqualified. 

"A  Challenge  to  the  Century"  was  the  title  of  the  oration 
which  took  the  $75  prize.  In  it,  Mr.  Wood  undertook  to 
show  that  national  prohibition  will  come  when  some  political 
party  declares  for  it  as  a  governmental  policy  and  is  elected 
to  power  to  enforce  it.  That  he  was  able  to  take  first  place 
with  an  oration  which  advocated  a  policy  which  the  organiza- 
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tion  before  whom  he  was  speaking  stringently  opposes  adds 
to  his  trimph.  The  representative  from  New  York  State,  a 
Syracuse  University  man,  won  the  second  choice  of  the 
judges,  speaking  on  ''The  Responsibility  of  the  Individual." 
Over  this  speaker.  Wood  had  a  lead  of  two  points,  there  being 
a  difference  of  only  five  points  between  the  judges'  score 
of  the  four  high  men.  The  manuscript  of  the  Ohio  Wesleyan 
University  orator  was  unanimously  given  first  place,  while 
in  delivery  he  received  second. 

Each  man  competing  was  an  experienced  orator,  Wood 
being  the  only  underclassman  among  them,  and  youngest  in 
point  of  years.  The  speaker  for  Wesleyan  University  (Conn.) 
had  won  the  Inter-state  Peace  Oratorical  contest,  and  had 
received  fourth  place  in  the  national.  In  the  mind  of  Lee 
Colvin,  an  alumnus  of  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  and  presi- 
dent of  the  Intercollegiate  Prohibition  Association,  the 
contest  was  the  strongest  ever  held  under  their  auspices. 

Every  man  competing  but  the  orator  from  Bates  College, 
Maine,  where  there  are  no  honorary  societies,  was  a  mem- 
ber of  Delta  Sigma  Rho,  the  honorary  oratorical  fraternity. 
The  decision  of  the  judges  placed  the  colleges  in  the  following 
order:  Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  Syracuse  University, 
University  of  Michigan,  Wesleyan  University  (Conn.), 
Bates  College,  DePauw  University,  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, Northwestern  University. 

At  Lexington,  Ky.,  during  the  Christmas  recess  Wood  will 
represent  these  twelve  states  in  the  national  contest  to  be 
held  before  the  national  convention  of  the  Intercollegiate 
Prohibition  Association. 

Winning  the  local  contest  put  $10  in  Brother  Wood's 
pocket.  The  state  victory  added  $35  and  the  interstate 
$75  more. 


From  Java 

We  represent  below  an  account  of  the  trip  of  Brother 
Marshall  M.  Vance,  Penn.  Delta  '13,  from  Java  to  the 
States  and  are  indeed  sorry  to  learn  of  his  most  unfortunate 
accident.  We  hope  that  under  the  excellent  care  of  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  however,  that  he  will  have  a  speedy 
recovery.  The  following  is  taken  from  the  Dayton  Journal 
of  September  17th' 

DAYTONIAN  BACK  FROM  STAY  IN  FAR  DISTANT 

ISLAND  OF  JAVA 

''When  Kipling  wrote  his  books  describing  the  alluring 
call  of  the  east,  he  did  not  make  it  any  too  strong;  in  fact, 
he  did  not  make  it  strong  enough  in  my  opinion,  because, 
believe  me,  he  certainly  told  the  truth,"  said  Marshall  M. 
Vance,  who  arrived  in  Dayton  Saturday  after  a  12,000-mile 
journey  from  Java.  Mr.  Vance  traveled  all  the  distance 
by  himself,  although  his  right  leg  was  broken  in  two  places. 

He  was  born  in  Dayton  and  is  the  son  of  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Boren,  34  Huffman  Avenue.  He  attended  the  pubHc  and 
high  schools  here  and  later  went  to  Pennsylvania  Uni- 
versity, from  which  institution  he  was  graduated  in  1912. 
Following  his  course  there  he  attended  Yale,  where  he  took  a 
two  years'  post-graduate  course,  receiving  his  diploma  in 
1914.  He  accepted  a  position  with  the  Standard  Oil  com- 
pany of  New  York  after  his  graduation  from  Yale,  and  after 
a  few  months'  training  at  the  headquarters  in  that  city  set 
sail  for  Java.  While  there  he  suffered  a  broken  leg  and  came 
to  this  country,  where  he  could  receive  the  best  surgical  skill. 

Suffers  Injury. 

Mr.  Vance  suffered  his  injury  in  November  of  last  year 
while  acting  in  the  capacity  of  salesman  for  the  Standard 
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Oil  Company  in  that  island.  He  was  riding  a  motorcycle 
in  the  rural  districts  one  hot  sultry  afternoon  when  he  came 
to  a  crowded  place  in  the  road.  In  endeavoring  to  pass 
betw^een  an  automobile  and  a  native  cart  he  struck  his  leg 
on  the  hub  of  the  cart,  breaking  the  two  bones  in  the  lower 
leg.  He  was  confined  in  a  hospital  at  Sernarang  (his  head- 
quarters in  the  island)  for  six  months,  during  which  time  he 
underwent  two  operations  by  Dutch  surgeons.  He  came 
to  this  country  to  secure  better  medical  skill  and  left  Dayton 
Wednesday,  September  13,  for  Johns  Hopkins  hospital  at 
Baltimore  where  he  will  submit  to  another  operation.  Mr. 
Vance  was  assistant  general  manager  of  the  Sernarang 
branch  of  the  company. 

Automobiles  in  Favor. 

That  there  is  a  great  future  there  in  the  automobile 
industry  is  the  firm  conviction  of  Mr.  Vance.  He  says 
there  are  between  15,000  and  20,000  machines  in  the  island 
at  the  present  time  and  fully  two-thirds  of  them  are  of 
American  make.  It  has  only  been  within  the  last  few  years 
that  the  people  have  been  buying  American  cars  as  the 
first  ones  sent  over  there  from  this  country  were  of  the 
cheaper  variety.  They  bought  European  cars  until  this 
condition  was  changed  by  the  American  manufacturers  in 
sending  the  better  makes  over  there.  The  public  roads  of 
the  island  are  in  excellent  condition  for  travel  and  many 
of  them  are  a  good  deal  better  than  the  ones  to  be  found  in 
this  country,  said  Mr.  Vance.  Every  vessel  that  comes  from 
the  United  States  has  a  large  number  of  cars  for  the  island, 
he  says.  All  the  leading  automobile  companies  of  America 
have  branches  there  and  the  higher  priced  cars  sell  the  best. 
The  native  chiefs  of  the  island  have  their  own  private 
machines. 
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Servants  Plentiful. 

The  servant  question  in  that  country  should  interest  the 
women  of  America.  The  best  servant  in  the  land,  man  or 
woman,  can  usually  be  hired  for  $5  a  month,  and  they 
furnish  their  own  clothes  and  board  themselves.  The 
majority  of  the  servants  are  Chinese  and  Japanese  coolies. 
An  American  woman  there  never  thinks  of  turning  her  hand 
over  when  it  comes  to  work,  as  help  is  so  cheap  that  every 
foreigner  has  at  least  three  or  four  servants. 

House  rent  is  higher  than  in  this  country.  Foodstuffs  are 
fairly  reasonable,  but  the  greater  of  the  imported  articles 
are  much  higher  than  here  because  an  unusually  high  im- 
port duty  is  maintained  by  the  Dutch  government.  Clothing 
is  very  reasonable  and  the  business  men  there  generally 
have  at  least  a  dozen  and  a  half  white  linen  suits  on  hand  all 
the  time.  Eighteen  of  these  suits  can  be  bought  there  for 
about  $30. 

High-Priced  Movies. 

No  such  thing  as  a  5-cent  moving  picture  show  is  known 
in  the  island.  The  general  admission  to  one  of  these  shows 
there  is  90  cents,  the  same  show  that  could  be  seen  here  for  10 
cents.  Ten  of  the  90  cents  charged  there  goes  to  the  Dutch 
government  as  all  theatrical  productions  in  the  island  are 
charged  a  duty.  The  people  are  very  fond  of  these  pictures 
as  the  shows  are  usually  crowded. 

All  Americans  on  the  island  have  to  live  up  to  a  certain 
standard  or  they  are  classed  with  the  native  castes  among 
the  people.  Although  the  caste  system  is  still  in  force  there, 
any  native  that  has  any  Dutch  blood  in  his  veins,  even 
though  he  be  of  the  poor  class,  is  received  into  society. 
Many  of  these  people  run  large  plantations  and  become 
millionaries  and  multimillionaires. 


Editorial: 


This  Issue 

This  issue  of  the  Journal  by  force  of  circumstances  has 
been  edited  and  pubhshed  at  Richmond.  It  is  submitted 
as  a  hurried  effort  on  the  part  of  those  intrusted  with  the 
work  to  supply  the  issue  from  the  ground  up  in  the  short 
space  of  four  weeks.  Endeavoring  to  furnish  the  necessary 
in  so  short  a  time  may  have  caused  the  omission  of  important 
items,  but  it  has  been  the  chief  endeavor  to  get  it  out  on  time. 
There  have  been  changes  made  in  printing,  paper,  design, 
character  of  material  and  general  makeup,  with  the  hope 
that  they  will  meet  with  approval.  There  is  no  desire  to 
detract  from  the  former  style  of  the  publication,  but 
merely  to  offer  a  variation  from  the  form  offered  for  the 
last  eight  or  ten  years. 


The  Ninth  Conclave 

The  Ninth  Conclave,  and  in  Richmond,  where  over  nine 
years  ago  the  Fourth  Conclave  assembled.

We  have  on  our  desk 
Vol.  V  of  the  Journal  which  contains  an  article  in  the  first 
issue  beginning  as  follows,  ^'The  fourth  annual  Conclave  has 
passed  into  history  as  one  of  the  most  liberally  attended 
and  generally  successful  of  any  Conclave  we  have  yet  had, 
there  being  twelve  chapters  represented."  *  *  *  l^^  ^^s 
make  the  second  issue  of  Volume  XIV  read  the  same  about 
the  Ninth  Conclave. 
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Objects  of  a  Convention 

A  few  days  ago  we  were  handed  a  questionaire  compiled 
by  a  committee  from  the  Interfraternity  Conference,  with  a 
request  that  we  draft  the  answers.  Among  the  questions 
was  one  which  read  as  follows: 

''If  not  a  breach  of  your  esoteric  affairs  we  will  be  inter- 
ested to  know  where  the  real  legislative  power  of  your 
fraternity  is  vested.  If  in  the  chapters,  are  they  equal  in 
power?  If  in  the  Convention,  is  chapter  power  therein 
equal  or  is  it  affected  by  delegations?  If  in  a  Council,  is 
it  chosen  by  the  Convention?  In  other  words,  what  are  the 
real  objects  of  your  ConventionV^ 

The  last  sentence,  which  is  a  resume  of  the  question,  we 
were  inclined  to  answer  by  simply  saying  that  Conventions 
were  called  for  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  may 
regularly  come  before  the  Fraternity.  A  stock  answer 
indeed,  but,  on  reflection,  are  not  the  objects  of  the  Con- 
vention manifold?  In  enumerating  them,  can  we  afford 
to  omit  mention  of  that  infusion  of  fraternalism  which  is  so 
characteristic  of  every  Conclave,  that  mingling  of  the 
delegates  who  have  previously  known  their  brothers  by 
chapter  letters  only,  the  exchange  of  tales  of  chapter  customs, 
the  meeting  of  the  Active  with  the  Alumni,  in  fact,  all  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  intimate  association  which  go  to 
increase  enthusiasm  and  put  new  life  into  a  somewhat 
monotonous  chapter  routine.  In  fact.  Conclaves  are  held 
for  the  general  betterment  of  the  fraternity,  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  high  standards  and  ideals  and  lastly  in  an  endeavor 
to  make  the  Fraternity  a  useful  and  efficient  organization 
and  an  adjunct  to  society.

The  "Alumnus  Adviser"  system  among  the  fraternities 
seems  to  be  the  counterpart  of  the  ''Big  Sister"  movement 
among  the  sororities.  The  following  articles  on  the  subject 
should  be  of  interest: 

WHY  IS  AN  ALUMNUS  ADVISER? 

Whether  with  or  without  a  code  of  regulations  to  guide 
him,  a  competent  Alumnus  Adviser  will  consider  it  his  duty 
to  see  that  everything  goes  right  with  the  Chapter  under  his 
care,  so  far  as  his  knowledge  enables  him  to  foresee  or  his 
personal  influence  allows  him  to  control. 

The  code  of  rules  for  the  Alumnus  Adviser  must  be  quite 
extensive,  though  ever  flexible,  or  else  very  short,  yet  all- 
inclusive.  The  longer  code  will  be  the  product  of  much  time 
and  embody  the  results  of  the  labor  of  many.  The  shorter 
will  come  to  be  phrased  in  some  such  words  as  these: 

Whatever  I  wish  had  been  true  of  the  Chapter  of  which  I 
was  en  active  member^  I  wish  to  be  true  of  this  Chapter  now. 
Whatever  I  would  wi^h  for  a  son  of  my  own,  I  wish  for  every 
member  of  this  Chapter.  Whatever  I  can  do  to  help  toward  these 
ideals,  I  will  regard  as  a  good  expenditure  of  my  money,  my  time 
and  myself. — Caduceus  of  K.  2. 

The  Record  of  S  A  E  says  in  regard  to  the  same  subject: 

Several  fraternities  have  adopted  a  uniform  Alumnus 
Adviser  System  which  appeals  to  us  as  being  another  step  to 
effect  better  results  in  chapter  life.  Kappa  Sigma  has  the 
honor  of  originating  the  plan  as  a  part  of  fraternity  govern- 
ment and  we  are  so  favorably  impressed  with  its  possibilities 
that  we  most  heartily  commend  its  adoption  by  S  A  E.  In 
brief  the  plan  requires  the  appointment  for  each  chapter  of  an 
adviser  who  resides  in  or  near  the  college  town.  He  should 
be  authorized  to  exercise  a  directing  influence  on  the  chapter 
and  its  individual  members  and  to  be  of  assistance  by  counsel 
or  otherwise.    To  be  effective  great  care  should  be  taken  in 
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the  selection  of  the  adviser — ^for  the  success  of  the  plan 
depends  upon  the  personality  of  the  one  acting  in  such  a 
capacity.  To  get  the  desired  results  the  adviser  should  be 
one  who  has  tact  and  the  ability  to  win  and  retain  the  con- 
fidence of  the  individual  members  of  the  chapter;  he  should 
understand  and  be  in  sympathy  with  the  undergraduate;  he 
should  have  some  knowledge  of  fraternity  administration 
and  its  problems;  and  he  should  be  one  who  understands  the 
function  of  the  fraternity  in  college  life.  Such  a  one  will  be 
of  inestimable  value  to  the  Fraternity  and  to  the  chapter — 
and  will  lessen  the  need  of  regular  visitation  by  the  E.  S.  R. 
No  doubt  the  alumni  of  our  Fraternity,  in  many  cases, 
have  exercised  just  such  an  influence,  especially  where  the 
chapter  has  undertaken  the  obligation  of  a  chapter  house. 
The  effect  in  such  cases  has  been  so  beneficial  that  we  do  not 
see  why  the  idea  of  developing  it  into  a  system  has  not 
occurred  to  some  of  us  long  before.  However,  it  is  never 
too  late  to  adopt  a  good  idea  and  we  offer  the  suggestion 
here  for  some  of  our  fraternity  workers  trusting  that  a  plan 
suitable  for  our  organization  will  be  worked  out. 

It  is  but  fitting  that  the  great  prohibition  movement 
should  find  support  among  the  fraternities,  the  centers  of 
the  most  modern  college  thought. 

Here  is  an  editorial  note  from  Collier's  Weekly  of  January  8 
to  which  little  needs  to  be  added.  Zeta  Psi  is  not  the  first 
national  fraternity  to  rule  out  liquors  from  chapter  houses. 
The  matter  was  handled  for  Kappa  Sigma  by  a  resolution 
of  the  Supreme  Executive  Committee  in  April,  1911,  pub- 
lished in  the  Star  and  Crescent  of  September,  1911,  and  to  be 
found  in  the  Code.  We  have  yet  to  hear  of  a  Chapter  where 
an  infraction  of  this  rule  is  regarded  as  a  thing  of  no  con- 
sequence. The  action  of  Zeta  Psi  indicates  the  continuing 
drift  of  general  sentiment.    Says  Collier's: 

A  college  fraternity  founded  in  1847  voted  a  notable  resolu- 
tion last  fall  at  its  sixty-eighth  annual  convention.  The 
resolution  prohibits  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  all 
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chapter  houses  of  the  fraternity.  We  believe  that  this  is  the 
first  action  of  the  kind  to  be  taken  by  an  American  collegiate 
fraternity,  and  as  such  we  believe  it  is  worth  commenting 
upon.  To  quote  the  Circle  of  Z  ^,  which  is  the  national 
organ  of  the  fraternity  in  question: 

Discussion  on  the  problem  was  frank,  open  and  to  the  point. 
Bro.  Nymeyer  in  sincere  and  emphatic  terms  asked  for  the 
passing  of  the  resolution  for  the  sake  of  the  young  men  in 
college,  not  because  they  are  worse  men  or  weaker  men  than 
those  who  have  gone  before,  but  because  he  has  seen  the 
effects  of  its  use  in  fraternity  houses  in  different  parts  of  the 
country,  and  has  seen  the  results  where  it  has  been  abolished. 

Locally,  liquors  have  been  taboo  in  fraternity  houses  at 
various  colleges,  but  now  a  national  organization  has  declared 
itself,  and  undoubtedly  other  fraternities  will  follow  suit. 
As  fraternity  men  set  the  social  and  ethical  standard  at  most 
colleges,  the  influence  for  good  that  must  be  exerted  by  the 
Z  ^  resolution  is  going  to  be  cumulative  and  incalculable. 
For  a  great  while  college  drinking  customs  have  been  altering 
very  radically;  the  tradition  that  a  collegian  must,  to  be  a 
''good  fellow,"  drink  deep  and  often  is  as  obsolete  as  any  other 
medievalism.  American  colleges  are  highly  conservative 
institutions;  American  undergraduates  are  the  arch-con- 
servatives— and  that  is  why  this  is  a  straw  that  shows  how 
the  wind  is  blowing  through  our  national  forest. — Caduceus 
of  K.  2. 

Among  the  fraternities  which  have  by  positive  legislation 
barred  liquor  from  all  fraternity  functions  are  AT  fi,  B  0  IT, 
A  T  A,  $  A  e,  S  A  E  and  2  X.—Banta's  Greek  Exchange. 


This  fraternity  certainly  should  reach  and  influence  the 
conditions  of  home  life. 

0  N,  founded  at  Michigan  Agricultural  College  1912,  is 
the  only  national  honorary  fraternity  for  women.  Except 
that  it  is  for  women,  it  is  similar  to  <l>  B  K  and  2  H.  It  is 
said  that  the  Greek  name  means  ''to  manage  a  household," 
and  the  object  is  to  further  home  economics  and  scholarship 
among  the  students. — Scroll  of  ^  A  0. 
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Caduceus  forgets  to  include  the  Agricultural  College  at 
Fort  Collins  in  the  following  resume!  S  N  and  S  <^  E  both 
have  chapters  there.  S  0  E  also  has  chapters  at  the  Uni- 
versity and  at  Denver. 

Gamma-Tau  Chapter  at  the  University  of  Colorado 
receives  a  welcome  from  the  whole  Fraternity.  The  new 
Chapter  is  the  outgrowth  of  a  movement  which  looked 
toward  Kappa  Sigma  from  the  first,  and  took  the  right  way 
under  competent  direction.  The  men  who  compose  it  have 
shown  themselves  to  be  of  the  right  sort.  The  University  of 
Colorado  needs  no  introduction.  It  is  the  leading  educational 
institution  of  the  state.  It  is  also  the  state's  college  fra- 
ternity center.  Every  important  national  fraternity  which 
maintains  a  chapter  at  either  of  the  other  three  fraternity 
colleges  of  Colorado — the  University  of  Denver,  Colorado 
College  and  the  state  School  of  Mines — is  now  also  repre- 
sented at  the  University  of  Colorado.  Kappa  Sigma  and 
Beta  Theta  Pi  are  in  all  four  of  the  institutions  named, 
Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon  is  in  three  of  them.  Sigma  Nu,  Phi 
Gamma  Delta,  Phi  Delta  Theta  and  Sigma  Chi  are  each 
represented  at  the  University  of  Colorado  and  one  other  of 
the  four;  while  Delta  Tau  Delta  and  Alpha  Tau  Omega  have 
their  only  Colorado  chapters  at  the  University.  The  strength 
of  Kappa  Sigma  in  the  great  West  is  much  increased  by  the 
establishment  of  Gamma-Tau.

A  X  expresses  some  good  sound  thoughts  as  follows: 

Do  you  have  a  crystalized  idea  of  what  a  fraternity  should 
do  for  and  mean  to  a  member,  of  what  kind  of  a  fraternity 
Delta  Chi  is,  of  what  kind  of  men  the  Delta  Chi  Fraternity 
wants  for  members,  of  what  the  proper  attitude  of  a  fra- 
ternity man  should  be  towards  the  best  interests  of  the 
university? 

Do  you  know  what  the  views  of  the  founders  of  the  fra- 
ternity were  on  these  fundam.entals  of  our  fraternity's 
existence? 

Do  you  know  what  university  authorities  in  different 
universities  of  the  country  think  of  fraternities  and  their 
usefulness  to  the  individual  and  the  university? 

Do  you  know  what  the  older  fraternity  men  of  different 
fraternities  are  working  for?  We  mean  the  men  who  have 
really  helped  make  their  fraternities  what  they  are.  We 
mean  the  men  who  have  succeeded  and  are  now  working  for 
the  building  up  and  strengthening  of  their  fraternities. 

Do  you  realize  that  the  whole  fraternity  system  has  been 
undergoing  and  is  still  undergoing  a  period  of  re-construction? 
A  period  of  reconstruction  looking  towards  greater  standardi- 
zation, greater  national  unity,  greater  national  entity, 
greater  efficiency  and  greater  emphasis  upon  the  fraternity 
as  such  doing  something  positive  for  the  development  of  and 
the  furtherance  of  best  interests  of  the  individual  member 
and  the  university  in  which  the  chapter  exists. 

Do  you  realize  that  now  is  the  time  for  the  Delta  Chi 
Fraternity  to  make  its  most  rapid  progress,  overcome  her 
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so-called  handicap  of  age  and  to  take  her  place  among  the 
very  leaders  in  the  reconstructed  fraternity  system? 
Think  it  over  and  do  your  share  as  an  individual.    First  as  a 
member  of  Delta  Chi  and  then  as  a  member  of  some  one 
chapter. 

There  are  not  many  schools  where  the  percentage  of 
"frat"  men  is  so  great. 

A  new  local  fraternity  has  been  formed  from  the  Bowdoin 
Club;  it  has  taken  the  name  of  $  9  T.  The  other  local 
fraternity,  B  X,  is  petitioning  2  N  for  a  chapter.  Three 
hundred  and  forty  of  the  400  men  in  college  are  now  members 
of  fraternities. — Bowdoin  correspondence,  AT  Quarterly. 

The  following  from  Caduceus  is  indeed  a  most  sensible 
plea. 

SCHOLARSHIP  AND  ''STUDENT  ACTIVITIES." 

That  is  a  good  phrase  upon  which  Professor  Smallwood,  of 
Syracuse,  has  hit,  to  describe  in  brief  the  relation  of  the 
fraternity  system  to  the  institutions  in  which  the  Chapters 
exist:  ''Fraternities  are,  like  all  other  forms  of  student 
activity,  elective  and  not  required."  Professor  Smallwood 
explains  further  as  follows,  in  The  Syracusan  of  March  1: 

"Athletic  teams,  dramatic  organizations  and  glee  clubs 
are  composed  of  students  who  have  to  pass  a  definite  amount 
of  work.  Why  should  Syracuse  have  waited  so  long  to  bring 
her  fraternities  into  line  with  the  other  forms  of  student 
activity?  Fraternities  are  like  all  other  forms  of  student 
activity,  elective  and  not  required.  ...  At  Syracuse  one 
of  the  regulations  requires  that  a  candidate  to  be  eligible  must 
pass  the  required  number  of  hours  at  the  regular  semester 
examinations.  ...  A  good  grade  of  scholarship,  not 
patched  up  by  special  examinations,  must  be  required  as  a 
foundation  for  eligibility  if  the  fraternity  system  is  to  be 
regarded  as  an  asset  instead  of  a  liability." 

We  are  not  sure  that  it  is  fair  to  allow  students  special  ex- 
aminations to  make  them  eligible  for  teams  and  organizations 
representing  a  college,  while  denying  them  the  same  privilege 
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with  relation  to  fraternity  eligibility.  Sauce  for  the  fra- 
ternity goose  ought  to  be  sauce  for  the  college  gander.  But  we 
welcome  every  sign  of  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  college 
faculties  to  assume  reasonable  authority  and  responsibility 
in  the  matter  of  student  doings  and  scholarship.  Almost 
everywhere  the  impression  is  allowed  to  rule  that  student 
activities,  particularly  the  intercollegiate,  are  ''required." 
The  campus  atmosphere  puts  upon  every  man  the  pressure  to 
''get  out  for"  something.  Even  inoffensive  grinds  and  polers 
are  exhorted  in  the  name  of  alma  mater  to  come  out,  if  they 
can  do  no  more  for  her  glory,  and  watch  the  teams  at  practice. 
The  result,  as  has  been  well  said,  is  a  tendency  on  the  part  of 
the  sideshows  to  swallow  up  the  circus. 

We  commend  this  to  all  S  $  E  households. 

We  are  not  sure  but  this  paragraph,  which  came  from  the 
traveling  secretary  of  9  F  A  in  that  fraternity's  magazine 
and  has  been  going  the  rounds,  has  already  been  laid  before 
K  2.    If  so,  here  it  is  again,  a  second  word  to  the  wise: 

In  most  of  the  Chapters  I  visited  I  found  that  the  boys  are 
poor  housekeepers.  Because  the  boys  are  careless  in  keeping 
up  repairs,  some  of  our  most  beautiful  houses  are  being 
allowed  to  run  down  and  deteriorate  in  value.  This  careless- 
ness in  some  cases  is  serious  and  should  be  taken  in  hand  right 
away  by  the  alumni  associations  that  own  the  properties. 
The  kind  of  bad  househeeping  that  allows  dirt  to  gather  in 
corners  and  in  the  bathroom,  and  that  permits  a  broken  chair, 
a  damaged  stair  rail  or  a  cracked  windowpane  to  go  unmended 
for  weeks  at  a  time,  gives  the  Chapter  a  black  eye  in  a 
visitor's  estimation.  Every  Chapter  in  the  Fraternity 
should  take  heed  to  these  remarks  and  make  a  positive  effort 
to  keep  their  houses  clean  and  in  repair.  The  alumni,  when 
they  pay  a  visit,  should  jack  up  the  Chapters  about  such 
delinquencies;  or  they  should  provide  an  alumni  house  com- 
mittee, near  at  hand,  to  see  that  such  things  are  attended  to. 
The  lawns  are  usually  neglected;  there  is  seldom  much  grass 
on  them,  and  usually  there  is  a  fringe  of  match  stems  and 
cigarette  stubs  around  the  front  porch.  Such  things  are  a 
■disgrace.     A  few  dollars  and  a  few  hours  of  elbow  grease 
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in  planting  grass  and  shrubbery  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  the 
house  would  improve  it  in  looks  a  thousand  per  cent,  and 
make  life  in  it  more  worth  while. — Caduceus  of  K  X. 


Provost  Smith  could  not  be  more  emphatic  if  he  were  an 
active  brother  trying  to  ''pledge"  a  man. 

"I  have  been  through  the  life  you  are  now  living,  and  I 
know  what  fraternity  affiliation  means  to  a  man  in  later  life. 
Join  by  all  means.  Fraternities  are  not  places  where  bad 
habits  are  acquired;  they  are  not  centers  of  evil.  They  are 
democratic  centers  where  students  can  satisfy  their  natural 
desire  to  intermingle.  Some  fraternities  have  been  given 
bad  names  unjustly.  If  you  meet  a  bad  fraternity  man, 
blame  him,  not  his  organization.  You  freshmen  can  not 
imagine  what  a  fraternity  means  to  a  man  after  he  leaves 
college." 

In  the  above  language,  Provost  (president)  Edgar  F. 
Smith  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  indorsed  the  fra- 
ternity idea  and  advised  members  of  the  freshman  class  to 
join  one  of  the  college  Greek  letter  organizations.  We  are 
pleased  to  say  that  there  are  many  other  university  and 
college  administrative  officials  who  are  outspoken  advocates 
of  the  fraternity  system.  Because  the  fraternity  system  has 
many  prominent  sponsors,  however,  fraternity  men  are  not 
warranted  in  overlooking  the  many  enemies  of  the  system. 
The  fraternity  system  is  being  attacked  by  educators,  legisla- 
tors and  in  some  cases  the  parents  of  the  men  and  women  who 
make  up  the  membership,  active  and  prospective,  of  our 
Greek  letter  societies.  Because  of  this  fact,  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  fraternity  man  to  evidence  by  his  actions  and  conduct, 
and  efforts  for  the  best  interests  of  the  university  and  him- 
self, that  fraternities  are  all  that  Provost  Smith  says  they 
are  and  then  even  more  than  that. 

It  is  also  worthy  of  note,  that  Provost  Smith,  aside  from 
advising  freshmen  to  join  a  fraternity  because  of  the  value 
that  it  can  be  for  him  while  he  is  in  the  university,  advises 
them  to  join  because  of  the  value  of  membership  in  the  fra- 
ternity after  he  leaves  the  university. — A  X. 
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CHARACTER 

•, 

"Character  is  not  measured  by  words  and  deeds  alone. 
It  would  be  comparatively  easy  to  give  a  strong  and  clean 
character  if  it  were  only  a  question  of  the  control  we  could 
exercise  over  what  we  say  and  do.  Every  man  ought  to 
know  that  his  attainments  in  character  are  measured  by 
what  he  is  when  he  is  alone  with  his  thoughts."

This  should  be  much  more  effective  than  the  usual  loving 
cup.  In  it  Nebraska  fraternities  have  an  added  stimulus 
for  better  scholastic  effort. 

This  is  the  last  formal  rushing  season,  as  it  has  been  held 
at  Nebraska  University,  the  new  scholarship  rules  being  in 
force  now,  and  hereafter  only  those  fraternities  will  be  allow- 
ed to  pledge  freshmen  whose  scholarship  average  is  above  the 
general  average  for  all  fraternities.  The  fraternities  above 
the  average  may  pledge  freshmen  at  any  time  during  the 
college  year. — Daily  Nebraskan  of  the  University  of  Nebraska. 

All  but  paragraph  two  certainly  applies  to  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  as  well  as  to  Delta  Chi. 

If  Delta  Chi  does  not  do  something  positive  towards 
making  a  man  a  stronger,  more  virile,  broad-minded,  refined, 
educated,  and  positive  character,  preparing  him  to  better  fill 
his  place  in  the  world  and  making  him  a  better  citizen,  it  has 
not  lived  up  to  its  standard  nor  justified  its  existence. 

Delta  Chi  is  a  general  fraternity  in  every  respect  save  one, 
in  which  it  has  voluntarily  limited  itself  in  scope.  Limited 
merely  in  that  the  Fraternity  seeks  only  to  initiate  men  as  its 
members  who  are  preparing  to  study  law  or  who  are  actually 
studying  law,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  themselves  to 
practice  their  profession  or  to  aid  them  in  whatever  other 
field  of  endeavor  they  may  pursue. 

Delta  Chi  wants  only  men,  manly  men,  men  who  have  a 
definite  aim  in  life,  men  who  know  what  they  come  to  the

University  for,  and  who  are  prepared  to  devpte  the  requisite 
amount  of  time  and  conscientious  endeavor  to  accomplish 
that  end.  Social  and  financial  position  and  talents  and  ability 
to  make  a  success  in  other  fields  of  university  activity,  which 
further  the  best  interest  of  the  University  and  which  develop, 
broaden  and  round  out  a  man's  character,  are  added  reasons 
why  we  want  him. 

Delta  Chi  demands  that  its  members  further  the  best 
interests  of  the  University.  The  University  is  bigger  than 
any  one  individual,  than  any  one  fraternity,  than  any  one 
present  student  body.  It  is  really  the  embodiment  of,  or  the 
creation  of,  the  best  expression  of  the  student  body  and 
faculty  of  the  past  as  well  as  the  present.  It  is  axiomatic  that 
a  man  who  works  for  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  all  or  any  of  its  fields  or  endeavors  will  further  the 
best  interests  of  the  man  as  an  individual  and  as  a  member  of 
the  fraternity. 

A  practical  suggestion  in  fraternity  morals  follows: 

As  the  baseball  season  draws  near,  we  venture  the  hope 
that  no  Phi  Sigma  Kappa  chapters  will  have  a  share  in  inter- 
collegiate gambling.  When  a  chapter  pools  the  bets  of  its 
members  and  sends  the  sum  total  to  a  chapter  in  a  rival 
college  on  the  eve  of  an  important  game,  to  be  covered  by 
the  brothers  there,  its  action  is  to  be  condemned  by  all  right- 
minded  men.  This  is  gambling  in  its  worst,  because  most 
attractive  form.  Let  us  keep  our  record  clean. — Signet  of 
$.  2.  K. 

The  Normal  Schools  of  the  land  are  surely  in  need  of 
fraternity  life  and  influences. 

On  September  4,  there  was  organized  in  Boston,  what  is 
known  as  the  Association  of  Pedagogical  Sororities.  It  was 
the  intention  of  the  originators  that  this  Association  should 
bear  the  same  relation  to  professional  sororities  in  the  peda- 
gogical field  that  the  National  Panhellenic  Congress  bears 
to  the  strictly  collegiate  orders.  The  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation at  present  are  Sigma  Sigma  Sigma,  and  Alpha  Sigma 
Alpha. —  To  Dragma  of  A.  O.  11.

For  more  than  twenty  years  we  have  tried  to  induce  our 
corresponding  secretaries  to  say  "college"  instead  of

Carry  with  you  through  life  the  inspiring  lessons  of  your 
initiation. — Delta,  S  N. 

The  mere  fact  that  a  man  of  your  membership  holds  this  or 
that  office  is  not  necessarily  a  matter  to  be  proud  of. — Acacia 
Journal. 

Let  us  have  an  end  of  this  blaming  of  fraternities  for  poor 
scholarship  and  direct  our  ire  rather  upon  university  authori- 
ties who  tolerate  it. — Alpha  Tau  Omega  Palm. 

The  inspiration  of  a  well-chosen  band  of  intellectual  leaders 
sufficiently  numerous  to  make  the  collective  effort  economi- 
cally comfortable  makes  a  strong  chapter  wherever  it  is 
located.

The  following  "preface''  to  the  Signet  is  especially  note- 
worthy : 

FOREWORD. 

George  B.  Cortelyou,  A  '96. 

Formerly  Secretary  of  the  United  States  Treasury. 

The  present  seems  to  be  a  good  time  to  pause  for  a  moment 
"to  take  account  of  stock,"  as  it  were,  to  examine  ourselves 
closely  to  see  whether  we  as  an  organization  are  carrying 
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any  excess  weight  that  impedes  our  efforts  to  make  our  Fra- 
ternity of  the  utm.ost  practical  as  well  as  inspirational  value, 
and  to  get  rid  of  everything  that  interferes  with  steady  and 
consistent  progress  toward  that  end.  We  must  develop  with 
the  times,  and  if  changing  conditions  are  not  met  by  proper 
recognition  on  our  part  then  we  must  be  prepared  to  give  way 
to  some  more  efficient  organization.  This  is  true  not  only  of 
fraternities  but  of  all  other  human  institutions. 

At  a  time  when  the  whole  college  fraternity  system  has 
been  under  criticism  in  some  quarters,  let  us  make  certain 
that  so  far  as  our  Fraternity  is  concerned  it  shall  keep  fully 
abreast  of  its  opportunities,  that  its  sympathies  shall  be  ever 
broadened  and  never  narrowed,  that  it  shall  stand  as  an 
embodiment  of  the  highest  type  of  the  fraternal  spirit,  and 
thus  demonstrate  to  friend  and  critic  alike  its  fitness  to  go 
forward,  confident  that  a  career  of  increased  usefulness 
awaits  it. 

^ 'Truth  crushed  to  earth  will  rise  again." 

Over  and  over  it  is  necessary  to  say  that  the  roistering, 
hazing  college  "frat"  is  as  far  from  real  existence  as  any  other 
creation  of  the  sensational  press.  A  letter  from  the  executive 
council  of  X  ^  calls  upon  us  to  assist  in  giving  publication  to 
the  truth  with  reference  to  a  report  which  a  press  association 
not  long  ago  scattered  over  the  country  ''to  the  effect  that 
Stuart  Carr  Peck,  a  Wesleyan  freshman  from  Oneonta,  N.  Y., 
had  died  after  initiation  into  X  "^,  the  implication  being  that 
his  initiation,  or  that  hazing  connected  therewith,  had  had 
something  to  do  with  his  death."  The  truth  is  simply  this: 
Young  Mr.  Peck  had  been  pledged  X  ^,  but  was  never 
initiated.  He  had  been  ill  all  summer,  had  undergone  two 
operations,  was  ill  in  the  autumn,  was  delayed  in  going  to 
college,  and  when  he  arrived  late  he  was  not  initiated  because 
it  was  doubtful  if  he  would  remain  in  college.  He  was  treated 
by  the  X  ^  Chapter  at  Wesleyan  with  the  utmost  con- 
sideration. It  was  recognized  that  he  was  ill,  and  he  received 
special  attention  and  hospitality.  He  was  never  hazed  by 
anybody  in  any  way  whatever.  The  innuendo  in  some  of  the 
newspapers  that  he  was  hazed,  and  the  direct  charge  in  others 
to  the  effect,  were  mere  newspaper  fabrications. — Caduceus 
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Lest  we  forget : 

This  is  the  age  of  the  trained  man  and  the  trained  woman. 
That  is  the  thing  that  I  want  to  write  on  your  hearts.  There 
was  a  time  in  this  country  when  opportunities  were  so  great, 
and  when  there  was  so  much  to  be  done,  that  any  man  or 
woman  who  had  a  good  heart  and  a  good  character  and  a 
strong  right  arm  might  achieve  a  certain  degree  of  success. 
I  am  not  saying  that  this  time  has  entirely  passed.  But 
this  I  am  saying  to  you,  that  if  I  were  a  young  man  or  a 
young  woman  going  out  into  the  world  today,  I  would  not 
dare  to  go  out,  unless  I  had  given  myself  every  possible 
educational  opportunity,  unless  I  had  made  myself  abso- 
lutely master  of  the  thing  that  I  wanted  to  do.  I  tell  you 
today,  that  the  tragedy  of  modern  life  is  the  tragedy  of  the 
half-educated  man  or  woman;  it  is  the  tragedy  of  the  man  or 
woman  who  wants  to  do  something  and  can  do  nothing  well. — 
Bamilton  W.  Mabie. 

To  the  following  we  add  the  thought  that  in  many  cases 
the  so-called  fraternity  conservatism  is  in  many  cases 
nothing  less  than  fraternity  stagnation  parading  under  a 
more  acceptable  name. 

Also  from  the  Key  comes  this  excellent  argument  for  con- 
servative extension: 

What  other  arguments  are  there  against  judicious  fraternity 
extension  than  these? 

1.  We  always  used  to  be  known  as  a  conservative  fra- 
ternity. 

2.  It  is  nicer  to  be  conservative. 

3.  We  are  so  fine  ourselves,  that  there  couldn't  possibly  be 
many  more  people  like  us. 

Some  of  our  members  feel  this  way,  we  regret  to  say.  Not 
that  we  are  rabidly  socialistic,  and  feverishly  rushing  around 
the  country  seeking  out  colleges  where  we  may  place  chapters. 
But  these  are  our  reasons  why  we  approve  of  judicious  ex- 
tension: 

1.  In  the  old  days  the  perecntage  of  women  who  went  to 
college  was  inestimably  smaller  than  today.    Consequently 
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there  is  more  possible  material  today,  and  the  modern  college 
girl  is  just  as  fine  a  type  as  the  strong-minded  pioneer  college 
women. 

2.  If  a  group  of  earnest,  womanly  and  splendidly  normal 
girls  works  tirelessly  for  a  Kappa  charter  for  several  years, 
and  so  proves  its  purpose,  it  will  bring  to  us  fine  enthusiasm 
and  spirit  that  we  cannot  afford  to  miss. 

3.  If  the  personnel  of  the  petitioning  group  is  carefully 
investigated  by  a  grand  officer  and  an  active  girl,  and  if  the 
college  standing  is  absolutely  assured — then  the  recom- 
mendations of  that  council  member  and  the  active  Kappa 
should  have  some  weight. 

4.  Our  largest  chapters  are  not  necessarily  our  best,  nor 
are  our  smallest.  We  must  have  both.  Large  chapters  in 
large  colleges  should  not  blackball  petitioners  in  small 
colleges  because  they  do  not  know  the  possibilities  in  a  small 
group  in  a  small  college. 

5.  Old  chapters  sometimes  run  down.  New  life  is  always 
needed  in  an  organization. 

6.  If  your  fraternity  is  a  good  thing,  share  it  with  others. 

7.  The  United  States  is  a  big  place,  but  after  you've 
traveled  in  most  of  it  you  find  the  American  college  girl  is 
about  the  same  all  over.  No  locality  has  a  monopoly  on 
refinement,  social  grace  or  good  character. — Aglaia  of  ^  M. 


The  present  situation: 

"Every  college  fraternity  worth  while  is  facing  the  new 
conditions  injected  chiefly  by  the  obligations  of  chapter 
house  membership,  management  and  operation.  When 
fraternities  consisted  of  more  or  less  informal  locals,  without 
chapter  property  and  without  the  business  responsibilities 
thereby  entailed  and,  in  consequence  of  the  lack  of  these 
features,  without  community  influence  or  identity  and  with- 
out responsibility  for  the  conduct  or  scholastic  standing  of 
individual  members,  the  chapter  problem  of  living  was  simple. 
There  were  no  actual  responsibilities  worth  mentioning  to 
the  general  fraternity,  to  the  college  or  the  membership.  At 
this  period  the  authority  of  the  general  fraternity  was  nil, 
the  faculty  had  not  taken  a  hand  in  the  game,  because  the 
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fraternities  were  individualistic  bodies  without  organized 
means  of  practically  influencing  and  regulating  their  mem- 
bership, and  fraternity  chapters  as  a  whole  drifted  along  in 
their  own  sweet  way  without  coherency  and  without  tangible 
force. 

''There  are  two  large  sides  to  the  modern  fraternity.  Where 
the  fraternal  and  the  ethical  formerly  prevailed,  there  has 
been  added  the  practical  and  the  business,  and  the  big  con- 
sideration today  is  to  combine  the  two  harmoniously  in  a 
working  arrangement.  Mere  congeniality  of  membership 
will  not  avail  any  more  than  a  mere  reliable  business  conduct 
of  a  piece  of  property  and  a  creditable  general  standing  of 
membership.  Combining  the  fraternal  with  the  practical  is 
the  big  job  of  the  modern  fraternity  and  the  one  to  which, 
all  worth  the  name,  are  now  studiously  directing  their  best 
thought  and  engaging  their  best  trained  workers  and  best 
energies." — Kappa  Alpha  Journal.
